Biographies 



Paul McCreesh 

Paul McCreesh is the founder and 
Artistic Director of the Gabrieli Consort 
& Players which he established in 
1982 and with whom he has toured 
world-wide and made many award¬ 
winning recordings. McCreesh is well- 
known for the energy and passion that 
he brings to his music-making, and is 
especially enthusiastic about working 
with young musicians and broadening 
access to classical music; he works 
regularly with youth orchestras and 


choirs and is active in building new 
educational initiatives whenever 
possible. 

The Gabrieli Consort and Players were 
founded in 1982 by Paul McCreesh, 

S> one of the most talented and versatile 
directors in the field of early music. 
Together they have gained an 
outstanding international reputation 
for their challenging performances of 
Renaissance and Baroque music. 

The ensemble gained critical acclaim 
in its first decade for spectacular 
reconstructions of music for great 
historic events - particularly its 
best-selling recording of A Venetian 
Coronation Ceremony 1595 which 
was released in 1990. Building on 
this success, the Gabrieli Consort & 
Players have been regular visitors to 
the major festivals and concert halls 
of Europe and beyond, and have 
made numerous television and radio 
appearances in a variety of repertoire. 
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McCreesh has guest conducted 
many of the major orchestras 
and choirs across the globe, 
including most recently the Leipzig 
Gewandhaus, Bergen Philharmonic, 
Royal Northern Sinfonia, Tokyo 
Metropolitan Symphony, Hong Kong 
Philharmonic, Sydney Symphony, 
Verbier Festival orchestras, and 
Berlin Konzerthausorchester, whom 
he returns to this season to conduct 
Berlioz Grande Messe des Morts. 
McCreesh also enjoys regular and 
ongoing collaborations with Saint 
Paul and Basel Chamber Orchestras, 
conducting choral projects with both 
orchestras in 2016/17, the latter at 
Menuhin Festival Gstaad. 

From 2013-2016 he was Principal 
Conductor and Artistic Adviser of the 
Gulbenkian Orchestra (Lisbon) with 
whom he conducted a wide range of 
music from the classical period through 
to the nineteenth and twentieth 
century, focusing in particular on 
symphonic repertoire, oratorio and 
opera in concert, working closely 
with the world-renowned Gulbenkian 
Choir. In 2016/17, McCreesh returns 
to the orchestra twice to conduct 
Elgar The Dream of Gerontius and 
a programme of Satie, Saint-Saens 
and Beethoven featuring Gautier 
Capugon. 

McCreesh has established a strong 
reputation in the opera house and 
has conducted productions at the 
Teatro Real Madrid, Royal Danish 
Opera, Opera Comique, Vlaamse 
Opera and at the Verbier Festival. In 
2015/16 he conducted Britten’s A 
Midsummer Night’s Dream at Bergen 
Opera, and returned to Vlaamse 
Opera for a production of idomeneo. 

In 2011 McCreesh launched his 
own record label, Winged Lion, 


in collaboration with the Gabrieli 
Consort & Players, Signum Classics 
and the Wratislavia Cantans Festival, 
where he was Artistic Director 
between 2006 and 2012. To date 
they have made seven recordings, 
most recently Handel L’Allegro, il 
Penseroso ed il Moderato, released 
in 2015. Other highlights include 
Britten War Requiem (BBC Music 
Magazine Award 2014), Mendelssohn 
Elijah (Diapason d’Or Award 2013), 
Berlioz’s gargantuan Grande Messe 
des Morts (BBC Award 2012), and 
a reworking of his earlier Gabrieli 
disc, A New Venetian Coronation 
1595 (Gramophone Award 2013). 

The Winged Lion recordings build 
on his large catalogue of recordings 
with Deutsche Grammophon, which 
includes the Gramophone Award¬ 
winning Haydn Creation. 



Schola Cantorum 

Founded in 2012 by Daniel Taylor, the 
University of Toronto Schola Cantorum 
aims to present the brilliant early 
choral and instrumental repertoire 
from across the centuries to a new 
audience. The group’s interpretations 
strive to recreate the original 
performances of musical works — 
interpretations led by the energy 
and insights of the gifted students 
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themselves. The Schola Cantorum 
includes students from all levels of 
study (bachelor in music, master 
in music and doctoral candidates), 
with students representing many 
voice studios in the Faculty. Canada 
has a number of university choral 
ensembles, however the Schola 
Cantorum is the only large scale 
group using period instruments and 
historically informed performance 
practices to reveal the beauty of 
baroque and early repertoire. 

In 2012, the Schola Cantorum 
made its inaugural performance 
with the famed Tallis Scholars. The 
ensemble also performed and toured 
central Canada presenting Handel’s 
Coronation Anthems and recorded 
early German works including 
Buxtehude’s Jesu meines Lebens 
Leben. The ensemble also appeared 
in concert touring Canada with the 
Gabrieli Consort, presented Purcell’s 
Dido and Aeneas on four evenings 
to capacity audiences, offered a 
reenactment of the coronation 
ceremony of King George II (also 
capacity audience) and made their 
debut at the Stratford Summer Music 
Festival. Most recently, the group 
presented Heinrich Schutz’s three- 
movement Musikalische Exequien in 
concert, accompanied by the Theatre 
of Early Music orchestra. In 2015, 
the Schola Cantorum and Theatre of 
Early Music’s disc The Heart’s Refuge 
was nominated for a Juno award, and 
their latest release The Vale of Tears 
has already been critically acclaimed: 
“This vale of tears turns into a river 
that flows forth, nearly a century later, 
into Bach’s Cantata BWV 165. The 
baptismal cantata ends in a chorale of 
limpidity and purity. This must be the 
finest performance of this stand-alone 
work by the great composer. Soul- 


uplifting and essential.” Upcoming 
performances include Purcell’s The 
Fairy Queen in collaboration with the 
Choir and Orchestra of the Theatre of 
Early Music as well as projects with 
the Kammerchor Stuttgart and the 
Tallis Scholars. 

The University of Toronto Faculty of 
Music is located in one of the world’s 
most vibrant, multicultural, arts- 
oriented cities. Based on publications 
and citations, the University of Toronto 
leads Canadian research universities 
in fine arts and music. 


Daniel Taylor 

A Sony Classical artist, Daniel 
Taylor is one of the most sought- 
after countertenors in the world. 
Daniel appears on more than 100 
recordings which include Bach 
Cantatas/M onteverd i Cho i r/Gard i n er 
(for Deutsche Grammophone Archiv 
and SDG); Renaissance duets with 
Bowman/Actor Ralph Fiennes/TEM 
(BIS); Handel’s Rinaldo with Bartoli 
AAM/Hogwood (Decca); Cantatas 
“Before Bach” with Collegium Vocale/ 
Herrewege (Harmonia Mundi); 
Sakamoto’s pop-opera “Life” with 
the Dalai Lama and Salman Rushdie 
(Sony); Bach Cantatas with Bach 
Collegium Japan (BIS); the ‘Voice 
of Bach’ (Sony); Vivaldi’s Stabat 
Mater (BIS); five recordings of 
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Handel’s Messiah, these being with 
the Montreal Symphony/Nagano 
(Universal), Kammerchor Stuttgart/ 
Bernius (Carus), with the American 
Bach Soloists/Thomas(Koch), with the 
Handel & Haydn Society/Christophers 
(Coro) and a CD/DVD with Tafelmusik 
(Bravo Television). Daniel has recorded 
the CD/DVD of the Bach B minor 
Mass with the Ensemble Orchestral 
Paris/Nelson (EMI Virgin) and also a 
CD with the Kammerchor Stuttgart/ 
Bernius (Carus). Daniel’s recording of 
‘Angelheart’ with cellist Matt Haimovitz, 
mezzo Frederica Von Stade and Actor 
Jeremy Irons won a Grammy. 

Daniel’s debut at Glyndebourne in 
Peter Sellar’s staging of Handel’s 
Theodora (recorded for Erato) followed 
on his operatic debut in Jonathan 
Miller’s production of Handel’s 
Rodelinda (EMI). He took the title role 
in Gluck’s Orfeo at the Edinburgh 
Festival. His North American operatic 
debut was in Handel’s Cesare at 
the New York Metropolitan Opera. 
Daniel receives invitations from an 
ever-widening circle of the world’s 
leading early and contemporary 
music ensembles, appearing in opera 
(Metropolitan Opera, Glyndebourne, 
San Francisco, Rome, Welsh 
National Opera, Canadian Opera, 
Opera North, Montreal Opera and 
Munich); oratorio (Gabrieli Consort, 
Monteverdi Choir/English Baroque 
Soloists, Bach Collegium Japan, Les 
Arts Florissants, Berlin Akademie 
fur Alte Musik, Orchestra of the Age 
of Enlightenment, King’s Consort); 
symphonic works (Cleveland, St. 

Louis, Lisbon, Philadelphia, Tonhalle 
Zurich, Toronto, Gothenburg, 
Rotterdam, Montreal); recital (Vienna 
Konzerthaus, Frick Collection, 

New York, Forbidden Concert Hall, 
Beijing, Lufthansa Baroque Festival, 


Carnegie and Wigmore Hall, London) 
and film (Podeswa’s Five Senses 
for Fineline - winner at Cannes and 
also of a Genie). Daniel Taylor is 
now recognized as “Canada’s star 
countertenor’’ and “Canada’s most 
prolific recording artist’’. Highlights of 
past engagements include Handel’s 
Israel in Egypt with the Cleveland 
Orchestra/McGegan; Bach Christmas 
Oratorio with the National Arts 
Centre/Pinnock; Handel’s Rinatdo 
at the Munich Opera House/Bickett; 
Bernstein’s Chichester Psalms with 
the Philadelphia Orchestra/Dutoit; 
Handel’s Saul with Bachakademie 
Stuttgart/Rilling (for Hanssler 
Classics); Buxtehude Cantatas with 
the Amsterdam Baroque Orchestra/ 
Koopman (Channel Classics) and 
Schnittke’s Faust Cantata with the 
Rotterdam Philharmonic/Gergiev. 
Daniel also sang at a Pow-Wow 
of First Nations in Alberta and on 
Parliament Hill for Queen Elizabeth 
II and the Prime Minister of Canada. 
He appeared on German Television 
for the Prime Minister of Germany, 
on Spanish Television for the Queen 
of Spain and in a recital for the King 
and Queen of Sweden. With the 
Monteverdi Choir/Gardiner, Daniel 
appeared on the Bach Cantata 
Pilgrimage joining in concerts and 
recordings across Europe and North 
America. With the English Baroque 
Soloists/Gardiner, he appeared in 
Handel’s Israel in Egypt at the BBC 
Proms; returning to the BBC Proms 
in recital. Daniel appeared on the 
new soundtrack of ‘TORUK’ with the 
Cirque du Soleil (Universal) and also 
appears on ‘TOTEM’ with the Cirque 
(Universal). Recent engagements 
also included the World Premiere of 
Robert Lepage’s production of Ades’ 
The Tempest and a recital at Lincoln 
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Centre. Daniel’s latest recording was 
the new recital disc “Come Again, 
Sweet Love” on Sony. His 2016- 
2017 Season includes appearances 
with Messiah with San Francisco 
Philharmonia/McGegan, Carmina 
Burana with the Toronto Symphony/ 
Oundjan, St. Matthew Passion at 
Vienna’s Musikverein and at St. 

John’s Smith Square in London, UK 
as well as engagements with the 
Cincinnati Symphony, the Calgary 
Philharmonic and his recital debut 
in Havana, Cuba. Recently Daniel 
made his debuts with the New 
York Philharmonic, with the Dallas 
Symphony, the Cleveland Orchestra, 
the City of Birmingham Symphony 
and with the Israel Philharmonic. 

As an educator, Daniel has offered 
master classes at the Beijing 
Conservatory, the Sao Paolo 
Conservatory, at the Royal Academy, 
the Guildhall and the Royal College 
of Music. He has also given classes 
at leading Universities across North 
America. The University of Toronto 
recently appointed Daniel Taylor to 
the position of Head of Historical 
Performance in the Faculty of Music. 
Daniel is also a Visiting Artist at the 
University of Vienna and Visiting 
Faculty at the Victoria Conservatory 
of Music and the Siena Liberal Arts 
University Italy. Daniel is Artistic 
Director and Conductor of the Choir 
and Orchestra of the Theatre of Early 
Music (TEM). The TEM performs 
more than 30 concerts every year in 
concert halls all over the world. This 
season also marked the debut of 
Daniel’s new professional choir - the 
Trinity Choir - with their highly-praised 
recording of “Four Thousand Winter” 
on Sony.

With Daniel Taylor, the TEM are new 
visitors to the most renowned concert 
halls and festivals and are building an 
exciting discography in partnership 
with Sony Classical Masterworks. 

The Theatre of Early Music is an 
ensemble of some of the world’s finest 
musicians, sharing a particular passion 
for early music. Its formation is the 
result of a search by instrumentalists 
and singers for opportunities that 
would allow devotion and dedication 
to enter into the creative process. 
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The core of the TEM consists of an 
ensemble based in Canada, primarily 
made up of young Canadian soloists. 
Their distinctive style, coupled with 
its artistic director Daniel Taylor’s 
expertise and enthusiasm, leads to 
captivating readings of magnificent but 
often neglected works. 

In various combinations, leading 
international musicians in the field 
perform on the platform provided 
by the TEM in concerts conducted 
by Daniel Taylor in its regular series 
in Montreal, Ottawa and Toronto, 
on tours around the world and on 
recordings. The TEM appears in some 
30 concerts every year, and recently 
led a successful North American tour, 
culminating with their debut at New 
York’s famous Carnegie Hall. The TEM 


Choir has toured with the esteemed 
Gabrieli Consort in the Summers of 
2015 and 2016 with members of the 
Choir touring the United Kingdom and 
recording two discs on Sony. 

The TEM collaborates regularly with 
prestigious guest artists, including 
Nancy Argenta, Robin Blaze, James 
Bowman, Benjamin Butterfield, 

Michael Chance, Charles Daniels, 
Karina Gauvin, James Gilchrist, 

Michael George, Peter Harvey, Dame

Sampson, Stephen Varcoe and 
Deborah York. The TEM also works in 
collaboration with three of the greatest 
choral ensembles in the world: the 
Kammerchor Stuttgart, the Gabrieli 
Consort and the Tallis Scholars.
